the Englith language.’ He spectally asked the 
mastersin this Colony to assist fn giving a sound 
English: education, and went on to say ‘It haa 
been my wish—and it‘bhas, been the ambition of 
nearly every man who preceded me in the 
Government of this Colony, and it has been the 
policy of all Secretaries of State who have written, 
to my predecessors and mysel(—that Hongkong 
should be made an Anglo-Chinese |,Cotony, 
where. Hir Majesty should ‘have thonsands 
upon ‘thousands of Chinese subjects with a 
thorough knowledge of the English language.. 
T find also during Sir John Pope Hennessy's 
verde and I think since bis time, that_resola. | 
ons were unantmously parsed by the Executive 
Councll, tothe effect that the primery object to be 
borne in view by.the Government should be the. 
teaching ofEngiish 3 secondly, that there should 
be five hours every day except Saturday for 
English, and two and a half for Chinese;
